Pitted with an integral NATO spec, 
grenade launcher, flip-up grenade sight, hooded 
from and notched rear rifle sights, and 11 . 5’* blade 
hayonct, this is the rarest and smallest production 
variant of the SKS -type rifle ever made. Milled and 
machined parts, durable hardwood furniture, and ‘as 
new' condition make this hard-to-fmd rifle a breed 
apart from Chinese SKS rifles and a true bargain for 
collector and sportsman alike.
